county a hfdden chamber contain- 
ing many 
theological 
books, a 


rosary, and similar relies, tha In- 
ference being that it was 
whnt 


'used to be known ns a "priest's 
hole," access to which \vns gained 
by means of a secret panel. 


HIDING PLACES. 


Not long ago a similar chamber 


was revealed during- the demolition 
of a building just out of Kingsway. 
This chamber, which measured 8 
feet by 4 feet 8 inches by 6 feet, 
Contained a priest's hat 
and a 
pewter mug and plate, while on 
the \valis-wero various inscriptions, 
one of them pointing to tho fact 
that the chamber dated from the 
early part of the'sixteenth century. 


During the destruction of nn au- 


clfriit house in Sussex tho work- 
men discovered a smuggler's hid- 
ing place containing a number of 
rottl.nsr bales of lace, and several 
bottles of spirits, together with a 
miscellaneous collection of empty 
jars. The house had been In the 
same family for nearly a century, 
and no one had 
euspected 
the 


existence of the hidden hoard. 


A HIGHWAYMAN. 


In another Sussex house a secret 


spring, 
accidentally 
discovered 


during demolition work, disclosed 
a cupboard In which were a num 
ber of costumes and uniforms of 
the Cromwellian period. 
Unfort- 


unately the fabric of which they 
were made dropped to pieces as 
soon as it was exposed to the nlr, 
all that remained of the "find" 
being a colectlon of rusty buckles 
and buttons. 
Perhaps the most gruesome dis- 


covery was that made by a. York- 
shire housebreaker who, In pun- 
ing down a farmhouse 
on the 


Great North Road, found * hidden 
recess behind the panelling of an 
upper room. 
In the recess was 


found the skeleton 
of a man, 


garbed in the traditional highway- 
man's costume, with a brace of 
pistols by his side. Judging from 
the state of the skull, which was 
badly damaged, the. man had cpm- 
.mited suicide long years ago, or 
had-been murdered and placed in 
the recess.

"Berkeley 
is already 
building 
fire-breaks. 
It will c/ect watch- 
towers, establish patrols and has 
ordered the water company to lay 
| larger mains. It is significant that, 
regardless of the anti-shingle roof- 
in gordinance recently passed by 
the city council, these protections 
, against fire are to be provided for 
in the near future, and that the 
reports of exports regarding the 
cause of the fire lay the blame on 
their absence. 
"That there is a thinly veiled at- 
tack on the lumber Industry of 
California by the manufacturers of 
patent roofing, is seen in the fact 
that in all anji-shingle ordinances 
urged upon municipalities, there is 
a clause permitting 'fire resistant* 
roofing. 
While this term, sounds 
well, it includes the lowest grades 
of patent roofing, made of paper 
and rags.

RICE TO JAPAN. 


Within a single year the exportation of rii-p 


from California has made the United States 
one of the principal countries upon which 
Japan Is dependent for a replenishment of her 
Increasingly inadequate food supply. 


The possibilities of the Japanese market and 


the figures of the growth of the trade are set 
forth In an article by Paul P. Steindorff in the 
Trans-Pacific magazine. Mr. Steindorf points 
ont that while Siam and the British India send 
more rice to Japan than does California the 
product of those countries is of inferior qual- 
ity and sells at a lower price than the domestic 
crop. The California rice, on the other hand, 
competes directly with the Japanese-grown. 
It is not quite fair to say that it is quality 
nlone which is responsible for the distinction. 
for the Japanese taste, which demands a cer- 
tain appearance and odor, must be taken into 
consideration. 


In 1922 the United States, with its compara- 


tively new rice industry, became the third 
largest exporter to Japan. The value of our 
shipments was over 13 million yen. This year's 
trade with Japan will fall short of the 1022 
figure because of a larger domestic crop but the 
prospects for the future,MV. Steindorf believes, 
are exceedingly bright. 


"The birth rate in Japan for 1921 was 35.OG. 


the population increasing 724.009 during the 
rear owing to the degree to which the number 
of birth exceeded that of deaths. The standard 
of living is also being raised gradually, and a 
larger number of families of the poor class are 
able to consume more rice of higher quality 
each normal year. These factors are increasing 
the nation's annual consumption of rice at a 
rate with which production cannot compete. 
Japan has about reached the stage of dimin- 
ishing returns when any further increase in 
output will entail a d5sproi>ortionalg increase 
In production costs. It will therefore be nec- 
essary in the future for Japan to import in 
Increasing quantities in order to keep pace with 
the demands consequent on the increasing 
Deeds of her growing population."' 


A SHIPPING EXPERIMENT. 


Encouraging news for the development of a 


new shipping industry is contained in the re- 
port of the latest experiment in shipping Cali- 
fornia eggs, poultry, fruits and other perish- 
ables in the refrigeration space of a great liner. 
Telegraphic advices from New York where one 
of the great Panama Pacific passenger steamers 
has reached port with a California cargo in 
refrigeration say that all of the produce arrived 
in good condition and that the trial was in 
every way successful.

broilers. SOS cases of squabs, 9,000 cases of 
prunes together with a number of smaller ship- 
ments of various products in this one ship- 
ment. The vessel made >"ew York after a run 
of fourteen days. 


With the putting- of fast refrigerator ships 


into service and this demonstrated feasibility 


<if using the refrigeration space in the large 
passenger liners there is opened a new market 
for California, products, a market only two 
weeks removed from the shipping point.

LIGHTHOUSES AND BIRDS. 


The fact that most of the lights in light- 


houses flash intermittently instead of burning 
steadily is of importance in the bird world. 
It 


means a lessening of the death rate in the 
feathered population. 


In the days of the fixed white lights it was 


not uncommon to find the. bodies of hundreds 
of birds floating in the waters around the light- 
houses after a storm. 
Under such conditions 


the birds become confused 
and 
either fly 


head-on 
into the 
light 
or 
circle it until 


exhausted. The intermittent light does not 
affect them in the siuiic way. 


Over iii England the British Koyaf Society 


for the Protection of Birds is providing resting 
places on the lighthouses of the British Isles, 
most of which are still of the fixed light type. 
It has been found that the destruction of birds 
around lighthouses so equipped 
has 
been 


reduced from nearly a thousand a night to less 
than that number in an entire season.

Service 


Urges Playground for 


Eastern Region. 


Establishment of additional na- 


tional parks east of tho Mississippi 
river is recommended In the annual 
report of the director of tho na- 
tional park service to the Secretary 
of the Interior. 


"There should be a typical sec- 


tion of the Appalachian Range es- 
tablished ag a national park, with 
its native flora and fauna, con- 
nerved, and made accessible for 
public travel and its development 
undertaken by federal funds." the 
report states. 
An untouched sec- 


tion of the Everglades of Florida 
«.Iso is suggested aa being of na- 
tional park Importance. 
The Mammoth Cave area In Ken- 
tucky Is regarded as a remote pos- 
•Ibllity for a national park. 
The 
report reads: 
"It Is owned pri- 
vately, administered under a. will, 
the terms of which provide that 
upon the death of the last-named 
legatee it is to be sold at public 
auction 
to tho 
highest 
bidder. 
There are only two surviving leg- 
at«es, both over 90 years of age, so 
It may be expected that thla area 
known the world' over will bo dis- 
posed of before many more years 
pajss by. 
Only a purchase, either by ap- 
propriation 
of Congress for 
the 


specific purpose, or privately, for 
donation to the United Slates, will 
enable the creation of this area as 
a. national Dark. 
It is estimated 
that about 
one 
million dollars 


would be necessary for its acquisi- 
tion. 
J3Slla have been introduced 


In Congress proposing its purchase 
at this figure, ljut as Congress ap- 
parently hesitates to establish a 


. precedent by the appropriation of 
federal funds for the purchase of 
lands for national park purposes, 
It is doubtful whether It can be 
persuaded to favorably consider the 
acquisition of people, should bear 
the burden of upkeep, maintenance 
and improvement of these areas is 
pointed out. 
A euper-scenery survey of the en- 
tire country is advocated. 
It Is rec- 


ommended that this survey be 
made by a committee of nationally 
known men, prominent in their re- 
spective professions nnd under the 
direction of the Secretary of the 
Interior, in co-operation with the 
various states. 
It is said such a 
committee should consider the es- 
tablished 
principles 
of 
national 
park creation: study the alms and 
accomplishments oC various states 
in state park development and the 
possibility of extension of the state 
park movement and report on the 
availability of areas that are still 
of such supreme and distinctive 
character scenically ns to measure 
lip to national park standards, and 
those that could be placed in lower 
categories for state park develop- 
ment or possibly for recreational 
development by the federal govern- 
ment under another designation.

Expert Backs Warning With 


Figures to Show Task 


for Engines. 


By ERWIN GREEK, 


(President Greer College of Auto- 
motive Engineering, Chicago.) 
The modern automobile Is made 


to climb almost anything but tree«. 
But I wish to demonstrate that to 
climb a Bteep hill In high gear Im- 
poses the hardest kind of work not 
only on th« engine, but also on 
rsve'ry other part of the car. The 
!ot\- "gear ratios are provided for 
hill climbing and they should be 
used for It. 
It mar b« well here to consider 
a little more carefully the amount 
of work performed by an automo- 
bile climbing a gradient on, say, a 
gear ratio of three to one. A ralto 
of three to one means that one 
revolution of the rear wheels Is 
produced by three revolutions of 
the engine shaft. 
TVlth the lower 
gear ratio, the Intermediate and 
the low. the number of engine rev- 
olutions becomes still greater as 
compared to the number of road 
wheel revolutions. 


It la not so difficult to compute 


with exactness the distance which 
a. car Is propelled by one explosion 
in the 
engine cylinder and the 


power consumed In hill climbing. 
The circumference of a 82-Inch 
wheel It. approximately 100 Inches, 
and In covering one mile the wheel 
revolves 633 times. With the mo- 
tor turning over three times as fast 
as the road wheels. It will require 
18519 revolutions of the gear shaft 
to propel the car one mile. 
Thus 
ii such a car should proceed at the 
rate of thirty miles per hour, ap- 
proximately 950 engine revolutions 
•per minute are required. With two 
power strokes at every revolution 
there are 1900 revolutions per mil* 
and each explosion propels the car 
one foot four and a half Inches. 
This estimate assumes that th« 
car be propelled over level ground. 
To mount a hill simply means that 
grade resistance is added to' the 
various 
frlctlonal 
and 
other 


stresses. 
An 
automobile weighing 
2000 


pounds climbing a hUl 200 teet 
high (measured vertically) simply 
performs the task of overcoming 
the action of gravity of lifting, and 
the calculation of the power re- 
quired to do this must Involve the 
factors which the horsepower unit 
la derived. To lift 2000 pounds 200, 
feet hSf?h In one minute is the same 
thing- as lifting 2000x200—equals 
400,000 pounds one foot high in one 
mJnute. 
Theoretically, then, the lifting of 


JOOO pounds 200 feet high requires 
400,000 plus 83.000-12.12 horse- 
power, and the losses through fric- 
tion, «.lr resistance, etc.. conaum* 
the remainder of the theoretical 
horsepower output. From all this 
it must become apparent that rush- 
ing up B, steep hill on the high 
rear must subject any car to «nor- 
mou« «trees«s, which are likely to 
affect the life and service of the 
car to a considerable degree.

Commission Completes Re- 


port of Probe into Price 


Jump in Spring. 


WASHINGTON. 
Dec. 
S.—The 


average cost of production of the 
Cuban sugar, which went skyrock- 
eting in American 
markets 
last 


spring, was 2.15 cents a pound 
laid down at the mill in Cuba, ac- 
cording 
to 
preliminary 
figures 


covering G3 per cent of the total 
1922 crop, compiled by the tarllt 
commission. 
In 
addition, 
the 
commission 


states, the cost of marketing this 
sugar amounted to slightly more 
than one Llttn oC a cf>nt a pound. 
It is assumed lhat figure covers 
transportation to New York, chief 
port of entry. 
The duty of 1.76 cent a pound, 


imposed under the tariff act. "would 
bring the total cost of raw Cuban 
sugar, laid down in New York, up 
to about 4}i cents a pound. 
Ac- 


cording to the commission's figures, 
the cost of refining sugar 1« placed 
at 1 cent a pound, making the 
total cost of refined sugar slightly 
in excess of five centa a pound. 
This compares with a selling price 
which varied between S and 
11 


cents a pound, approximately, and 
Indicates profits ranging from 60 
to more than 100 per cent paid by 
the American consumers of Cuban 
sugar during the period of hlgr» 
prices. 
The commission's figures 
nave 


been gathered after many morUlvs 
o£ investigation. 
They have been 


compiled, the commission asserts 
"for 
the purpose 
o.<: assistinir the 


President in ascertaining the dif- 
ferences In the cost of production 
of sugar in the United States and 
in the chief competing countries." 
The figures will be used at a pub- 
lic hearing January 15, next, when 
tiie tariff commission will hear the 
views of interested parties on the 
advisability of reducing the pres- 
ent tariff on .sugar. 
The hearing will be the first to 


be he!d by the commission wheit; 
a commodity of. general, everyday 
use is involved. 
There has been 


considerable agitation for a reiluc- 
tion of, the tariff on sugar but the 
turJff commission determined 
for 


the late President Harding early 
last summer that the tariff had 
no connection with the sensational 
increase in prices and the commis- 
sion's decision -was announced at 
the "White House at the time. 


It was pointed out by the com- 


mission at that time that the price 
of sugar varied almost over night, 
to a greater degree than the en- 
tire tariff change brought about 
by the operation of the new tariff 
Jaw. Since then however, the com- 
mission has been making a thor- 
ough study of sugar production, at 
home and abroad to ascertain If 
production costs have materially 
changed, for it Is only that basis 
that the President and the com- 
mission can act. 
Raw sugar production costs In 


the 
United States covering 
both 


cane and beet sugar and out- Island 
possessions, the commission 
finds, 


are 
from 200 to nearly

cent of the cost of producing Cuban 
sugar carrying from about 4% to

pound. 
The 


figurea indicate that the tariff in 
the present time fails to equal the 
difference between costs here' and 
in Cuba. 
For this, and other reasons, It 


Is regarded hers as lunlikely that 
President Coolidge at the conclu- 
sion of the Investigation, will find 
a basis upon which he can apply 
the flexible provisions of the law 
to bring about a reduction In the 
tariff. 
On the other hand. It Is 


thought likely that the adminis- 
tration will urge the further ex- 
pansion of the sugar Industry In 
the United 
Stages to place con- 


sumers here less at the mercy of 
the Cuban producer than at .the 
present time. This policy was ad- 
vocated by Secretary Wallace and, 
other 
officials her* 
during 
the 


term of President Hardins 
and 


probably will be brought to the 
fore again by the present admin- 
istration. 


Among tho "Interested parties" 


preparing to present their views to 
the commission at Its pubJic hear- 
ing are the beet sugar farmers. 
The best sugar crop, due to tariff 
protection, was about 300,000,000 
pounds greater this year than last 
—a fact that probably saved the 
consumer from much higher sugar 
prices than those which prevailed 
last spring. 
As soon as the crop 


was available the effect 
of 
Its 


competition with Cuban sugar was 
seen in .falling pr-ices. 
TJie price 


reductions started In October and 
November as £pon as the beet 
sugar came on the market, and 
prices remained clown as long as 
beet sugar remained a factor. 


At tho present time, beet sugar 


farmers are receiving guaranteed 
prices on their beets which run 
up to about $10 a ton and make 
farming profitable on 
the 
beet 


belt. 
The farmers, naturally, are 


opposed to any * tariff 
reduction 


which ultimately would lower the 
price of sugar beets.

THE AUTHORS OF "THREE WEEKS" 
AND OF "THE FOUR HORSEMEN OF 
THE APOCALYPSE" WERE IN SAN 
FRANCISCO DURING TCE WEEK. 
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AN FRANCISCO, December 3— Several 
of the artists and writers of the city 
have collaborated in what must have 
been a considerable labor of love in 
getting up a souvenir holiday booklet of 


San Francisco, issued under the auspices of 
the Chamber of Commerce, to be sent by resi- 
dents as a holiday remembrance to friends at a 
distance. There are sixty-four pages, sixteen 
full page illustrations, not photographs but 
etchings, with colored covers-altogether a 
most attractive book, both without and within, 
and one that will be sure to be read. There arc 
many points of interest about San Francisco 
which may have been familiarly treated, but the 
artists have varied the treatment in most cases 
so that they have the attraction of new sub- 
jects. An edition of 50,000 has been printed, 
but a second edition Is already talked of. 
Copies of the initial edition are being sent in 
a holiday envelope with a Christmas card, on 
which the sender may write individual greet- 
ings. Altogether it is a book that is the best 
propaganda for this city, having so much ar- 
tistic merit beyond its propaganda effect. 
The Chamber of Commerce 


The drawing together of the chambers of 


commerce of the bay cities is a good sign. 
Those at their heads realize the advantage of 
acting In unison, and that what is to the ad- 
vantage of the Tvhole bay region 5s good for 
them individually. 
It has taken eome time 


for that fact to become apparent. 
This unity 


of action need not worry anybody 'on account 
of a fear that the homogenity of the chambers 
of commerce is the entering wedge to consoli- 
dation of the many municipalities. Much in 
the direction of desired progress will be 
achieved when the commercial bodies clasp 
hands and make. effort nil together, unless it 
should develop that the movement is being fos- 
tered by those who seek this method for in- 
augurating a movement for consolidation. So 
far there are no indications that such a -motive 
actuates those who have inaugurated the move- 
ment. 
Spring Music Festival 


Plans for a music festival "such as never 


before has been attempted ta 'America" have 
been formally approved by the Board of Super- 
visors. Such details as have been made piiblic 
are to the effect that the symphony orchestra 
:s to play, augmented by 125 pieces, and there 
is to be "a mammoth chorus of DOO voices." 
There will be four concerts, and nothing is said 
about the price or method of admission. There 
is Ttofr likely to be a multitude who will be 
able to 'make> a comparison of this clfort with 
that which was made more than fifty-four years 
ago, reference to which was made on this page 
recently, when it was announced, there was 
a chorus of 1200 voices, find bands, drum corps, 
anvil choruses and everything. That probably 
was not as highly artistic as Ihe symphony 
effect will be, but it is likely to bo 
rallied 


when the announcement is read that Ihe forth- 
coming event is to be "the greatest ever at- 
tempted in America." .The quality of greatness 
will have to be established before the. re. can 
l>n a comprehensive comparison. However, the 
music festival as outlined promises to be a 
great occasion for music lovers.

The attend- 
ance was 50,000 more than last year, though 
the- exposition ran five days less. One hundred 
and ten merchants and their families came by

They 
were entertained at luncheon at the Press Club, 
and at dinner In the Auditorium by the exhib- 
itors. The manager announces that 876,000 
persons attended during the sixteen days.

Sun- 
day racing was something the managers at 
Tanforan did not like to propose when the sea- 
son opened. They feared a vigorous protest 
if they hold the races on the Sabbath. The'at- 
tendance on the day following the football 
classic, however, was such as to make them 
wish that they might have the horses run every 
Sunday in the year. But, it must be said that 
there would likely be a protest, not only from 
the churches, but from motoring enthusiasts, 
were Sunday racing to become a regular thing. 
This city, with its "Chinese Wall," is a hard 
place to get out of on the day of rest, as it is, 
and the congestion of machines on the two 
roads down the peninsula as far as Tanforan, 
with the added attraction of Sunday races, 
may be realized. 
"Movie" Colonies 


A good deal is appearing in print just now 


about the moving picture business—the prob- 
ability or possibility of the great colony at 
Hollywood breaking, up, and being reestab- 
lished elsewhere. The advisability of making 
effort to center the industry iu or near San 
Francisco has been tentatively broached. It is 
represented that land in the vicinity of Holly- 
wood has become too valuable to be used as 
moving picture studios. 
Hence the impasse 


there. 
A "studio" requires a good deal of 


space, and it is assumed thai: (o induce movie 
picture industries to locate in a particular 
section will necessitate a subsidisation in the 
matter of land. 
Several things arc discussed 


in this connection. 
In the first place, the 


abandonment of Hollywood as a producing 
center is still only talk. Iu the next place there 
are those who question even the commercial 
wisdom of inducing by bonus the establish- 
ing a moving picture center near at hand, 
and finally the proposal to raise a bonus for a 
business which is always represented to be 
making such enormous returns—which pays 
demoralizing salaries to its stars—is not ap- 
pealing.

The Ferry Steamer Newark 


A correspondent calls attention to the ad- 


vertised application to change the name of the 
ferry steamer Newark to "Sacramento," and 
thinks it might be a good theme for the Knave. 
It seems to be assumed that a spirit akin to 
that aroused when a landmark is in danger 
should manifest itself. A ferry steamer is not 
quite a landmark, but there may be thflse who 
ha.ve ridden across the bay on this craft ap- 
proaching a half-century who are interested. 
The Newark was built forty-eight years ago. 
At that time, and for years after, she was the 
largest and altogether the fastest ferry craft 
on the bay. She was designed for speed and 
intended for the long ferriage from Dumbarton 
Point to San Francisco. It was j:he original 
plan to have the bay terminus of the South Pa- 
cific Coast Railway at Dumbarton Point, and 
the Newark was built with that end in view. 
Sho had 42-foot paddle wheels, and on a trial 
trip made the distance, twenty-eight miles, m 
an hour and thirteen minutes, which was at 
least as good time as train, and ferry subse- 
quently made. The Newark was remodeled 
some years ago, her great paddle wheels ..being 
cut clown. Now she has again been rebuilt, and 
is shortly to be restored to the ferry service. 
The public assumption that a boat is the same 
old craft, however completely it may be rebuilt, 
is understood to be the reason for desiring this 
change of names. The Newark will be really 
a new craft when she slides off the, ways this 
time. 
The Different Spirit 


The effort 
of the. State Railroad Com- 


mission, 
the 
Alameda 
County 
Board 
of 


Supervisors, the Alameda City Council and 
the Chambers of Commerce of both Oakland 
and Alameda, to induce the Southern Pacific 
Company to use the Webster-street bridge in 
place of the Harrison-street bridge, which is 
to be wrecked the first of the coming year, 
must cause a good many to recall how different' 
it used to be. In the "g'ood old days" anything 
the railroad company wanted was always to 
be opposed. It was a sort of religion with a 
considerable faction of the populace that the 
railroad should be fought on every proposition.

It was 
the first time such an enterprise had been 
attempted. The choir is a very old organiza- 
tion, maintained to furnish music on state 
occasions in the Vatican. Permission had to be 
obtained for the tour, and very particular 
arrangements had to be made. The sixty odd 
members of the choir have made their home in 
two Pullmans en route, arriving in San Fran- 
cisco Friday arid giving concerts on Friday 
Saturday and Sunday. The proje'ct originated 
with Healy, who has been with the company 
throughout its tour.

Jerome Hart, Editor and Author 


For the best part of thirty years Jerome Hart 


had-exceptional opportunities to view the pass- 
ing show in San Francisco. During all of that 
time he was connected with the Argonaut in an 
editorial capacity, and for fifteen years of it a.s 
editor-in-chief. 
At the end of 1906 he sold 


the paper to Alfred Holman, and since that 
time-he has been a traveler and a writer of 
books. He is a fine example of evolution from 
the composing room, of those who gained in- 
spiration from putting in type the "copy" writ- 
ten by others to achieve copy themselves. This 
was not a rare result in the "good old days," 
when type was set by hand and when the com- 
posing room was a veritable school for the 
observing and ambitious workman. There have 
been conspicuous instances. I think it was in 
"Recollections of a Busy Life" that I read 
Horace Grccley's apostrophe to his old printer's 
rule, to the effect that if anything untoward 
should befall he could still make his living at 
the "case." 
William Dean. HowcIJs was an 


outstanding1 example of the author who began 
his career setting type: There is no doubt that 
the old-time composing room of a newspaper 
was a great school for the observant young man 
with a purpose to progress. But "them days'' 
are gone forever. With automatic assemblage 
of types the composing room has lost its 
peculiar educative character.

Genesis of an Author 


SAN FRANCISCO, December 3.—THE KNAVE: 


Your paragraph concerning my experience in 
the composing room in my younger days is 
quite accurate, and requires no*change or am- 
plification. It may interest you, however, to 
know how I began. As a boy I was extremely 
fond of books, aud was a member and assidu- 
ous frequenter of. the old Mercantile Library 
then on Bush street, near Sa'nsome.

Stebbius was the librarian. The Library Asso- 
ciation o*ued its Bush street buildkig^ but^it- 
had encountered difficulties, nnd was:f>tt.t;X?n its- 
financial feet by .the proceeds ofthree _'$ft coir 
certs." One of these was a lottery with'*;'* 


capital prize of #100,000. The other two were 
minor affairs, given to fill out the three "con- 
certs" authorized by act of the Legislature. I 
dimly remember Camilla Urs'o (mentioned in 
your department November 25); aud vaguely 
associate her with one of these concerts. 
I 


keenly remember holding the ticket which did 
not win the $100,000 prize. Librarian' Stebbins ' 
introduced me one day to Anton Roman (then 
the premier publisher and bookseller of San 
Francisco-,-as an "embryo book man." At A. 
Roman & Co.'s store, then on Montgomery street 
near California, I became a visitor and an 
occasional purchaser, for even then I was be- 
ginning, a modest collection of books. Mr. Ro- 
man was a 'prosperous business man—enter- 
prising, generous, large-hearted. 
He was the . 


publisher of the Overland Monthly, of which 
Bret Harte was then editor, and published 
two or three of Bret Harte's early books. Both 
men I admired extremely—one as a writer, the 
other as publisher. 
I confided to Mr. Roman 


my desire to become some day a publisher. He 
listened kindly, and advised me to acquire 
first a knowledge of the practical or mechani- 
cal side of bookmakijjg. He also told me that 
Bret Harte had been a compositor before he 
had been a writer. I determined to follow Mr. 
Roman's advice. I became an earnest appren- 
tice of the "art preservative." . But book pub- 
lishing declined in San Francisco and offered 
no future, so I became a newspaper writer, and 
^eventually a newspaper editor and publisher.

Dear Bunch

STLCKS. Another nice thing about 
this game is that no expensive 
equipment is necessary and it can 
be played indoors or outdoors. 
It 


is a team game and is best played 
with the two teams about 40 feet 
apart. 
On the ground, midway between 


both teams, place half a dozen 
small sticks, eaoh stick about 2 
feet in length. "With this arrange- 
ment maae you are ready for tho 
game. The boys at the right end 
of each line play first.

signal to start, these two rush 
toward the sticks, and whan they 
get to the sticks, the maneuver 
with one eye on the opponent and 
the other eye on the sticks, lor it is 
the object of the game to snatch a

nent. If you succeed in doing this 
the stick is yours, but if he tags

NE of the early literati of 


Oakland was J.. Ross Brown*, 
who lived the last years of 


his Hfe here. 


He had traveled all over the 


Tvorld and had written articles on 
his travels for the principal maga- 
zines, notably Harper's. Up to the 
appearance of "Innocents Abroad" 
lie stood foremost among: Ameri- 
can writers in this domain. 


His tales of wanderings in the 


Holy Land were probably the most 
distinguished 
from 
a 
purely 


literary point of view, but his ac- 
counts of his travels in Texas, the 
Nevada sliver mining: regriona, and 
In California were the most divert- 
ing. 


He must have been an early set- 


tler in Oakland, for it is more than 
eixty years since the publication 
of an Intimate account of his rela- 
tions •with Colonel Jack Hays and 
other Oakland pioneers first saw 
the light.

caution, doubtless inspired 
by a 


Tear of arousing- the wrath, of Hays, 
to 
whom 
he 
refers 
only • as 


"Colonel Jack." 
Ha was so very 


careful that he did not go farther

After paying a high tribute to 


the 
bravery,, modesty, unselfish- 


ness, generosity, and social quali- 
ties of1 Hftys, he proceeds to give 
an 
amusing 
account 
of Hays' 


"moving day," whe'n the Colonel 
finally established his home 
at 


Piedmont, by which account it is 
ehown that poets, composers, and 
painters are not the only Classen 
of men who "go up in the 
air" 


•when confronted with the prosaic 
problems of every rtay life. 


"Colonel 
Jack," 
he 
explains, 


"was not an adapt in the ordinary 
affairs of the,world. He purchased 
a ranch about five miles from the 
.village of 
O- 
and 
moved 


there with his family. 
He had 


been living for some time with 
Captain 
Johnny, 
an 
old Texas 


friend. 


"When the time came to sena 


out the furniture, which was scat- 
tered about the house in common,^ 
Colonel Jack said he would help;" 
BO he pulled off hia coat, told the 
Mrs. Colonel not to worry herself, 
pitched in like a man, ransacked 
all the premises looking for things, 
seized and started off with his 
pipe and box of tobacco, then got 
hold of the wrong bedsteads and 
tables, put them down again, then 
hurried off to the village, distant 
about halt''a mile, and brought srx 
•wagons to the door without previ- 
ous notice, and before anything1 
was rcatly; after which he took n. 
glass of whisky and 
wondered 


where the mischief his pipe was. 


"Meanwhile the 
Airs. Colonel 


•was sorely troubled about., parting 
with 
her 
friends, 
which 
the 


Colonel perceiving, ho jumped up 
and said: 
" 'Now, don't fret yourself; it'll 


be all right; Just leave it all to me 
and I'll tend to everything'; with 
•which he 
seized 
several 
clmirs 


(Mrs. 
Captain Johnny's 
among 


others) and ran out of doors with 
them on his back, the ladies call- 
tng to him not to put them in the 
wagons. 


"i'uzalcd and confounded at the " 


cauvfees of woman, but ever ready 
to obey the orders of the fair sax, 
he ran back again with the chairs, 
sweat streaming from 
his 
face; 


then he tried to pull the bedstead 
to pieces, but failing in that, pick- 
ed up his rifle, wrapped it care- 
fully In a blanket which did not 
belong to him, put it in an empty 
TV-agon, told the driver to be off 
to the ranch and to hurry bnck as 
fast ns possible, after whleh he 
returned into the -house and dis- 
covered his meerschaum on .the 
mantelpiece. 
This he recognized 


at once, and- {forthwith carried it 
out. ana sent It off in another 
w«gon. - 
all th« 


assistance 
in 
his 
power, 
he 


whistled for hia dogs, took his 
shotgun, mounted old Charley, and 
rode out, full tilt to the ranch.- 
"When he arrived there he was de- 
termined to make the house com- 
fortable, 
and -.'-with, that 
view- 


gathered a tremendous 
.pile of 


.brush and shavings, built a big fire • 
in the kitchen, so that the Mrs. 
Colonel could warm herself an3 
the children when she-came out, 
and then started up a neighboring1 
canyon to kill Borne rabbits for 
supper.

"Fortunately about the time th« 


house was catching fire, one of 
the wag-end's discovered and sup- 
pressed, the flames. 
In due time 


the furniture arrived, and with it 
the family. 
Colonel'Jack cooked 


supper, fried, broiled and stewed 
rabbits In a mannei perfectly in- 
spiring: made coffee and baked 
bread; and after everybody was 
surfeited with the good things he 
had prepared,,.nothing would serve 
him but to spread the beds before 
the fire and 'all hands camp right 
there.' 


"For the next three or four;days 


he enjoyed _ this new species of 
camp life, so much so that he waa 
constantly 
begging 
the 
Mrs. 


Colonel not to /)ut up the bed- 
steads or spread- the carpets; but 
woman's will is omnipotent, and 
the Colonel finally had to give in 
and suffer hia camp to be broken 
•up."It 
was presently 
discovered 
that the rifle and the meerschaum 
and most of the other articles es- 
sential to housekeeping- were all 
right, except the looking glass. 
The Colonel thought he would 
send for It, and he. did so, but 
owing to the indefinite nature of 
his instructions, the wagon-man 
got hold of Mr*.. Captain Johnny's 
large parlor mirror, which fcad 
just been handsomely gilded, and 
nobody being: at home, carried it 
out to the ranch, wondering why 
the Colonel did not send sonvs 
blankets to keep it from 
being 


rubbed. 
"The Mrs. Colonel, of course, 


wa» exceedingly vexed and 
dis- 


tressed; whlcb so incensed tho 
Colonel at the man's stupidity that 
he started out to swear at him, 
but as soon as he saw the poor 
fellow looked troubled about the 
mistake, he came back, saying: 
'Oh, there's no harm, done; the 
poor fellow didn't know any bet- 
ter. 
We can send tt back again." 
"After the destruction- of his 


camp, th« C*lo*«l 
commenced 
operations, on Ms ranch. His first 
great work-wait to exterminate the 
gophers In Us orchard. The way 
he did thin" was to pour a *«cket 
of water into their holes a*3 then 
•larap it down with th* 1««1 of 


his boot, with which summary pro- 
cess, he saya,- the* trees are grow- 
ing wonderfully, and oe expresses 
tne hope that next summer he'win 
have fruit 
enough -for all his 


friends." 


The Colonel's desire to continue 


~tcT sleep on his blankets on. the 
kitchen floor was explained by the 
years h« had spent on the plains 
of Texas,, sleeping at night on the 
hard ground. 
If he 
could 
not 


have the stars and the sky and 
'the open air for company, he -was 


willing to do the best he could In 
clinging to the simple life. 


At- the time he set up his new 


home there were, perhaps, one 
hundred persons In "The village of 
Oakland." 
It Is rather surprising 
to learn that in a community of 
that size Colonel Jack was able to 
find six men engaged in the busi- 
ness 
of transferring 
household 


goods. Perhaps some of his friends 
who 
owned, teams and 
wagons 


•were willing to -help-him out. 


But if he didn't know anything 


about moving a household, he was 
regcirded as the most competent 
Indian fighter in the state. About 
that time there was an. Indian up- 
rising in the southern part of the 
state and a force was raised hi 
the bay communities to assist in 
putting it down. Two companies 
•were organized In San Francisco, 
one of which Colonel .John " \V. 
Geary, mayor of San Francisco, 
and afterwards governor of Penn- 
sylvania and a general in the Civil 
War, was made captain. 
But over 


Geary and the other captain, was 
placed. Jack Hayg, again with the 
title of "colonel." 
» Much to his disappointment, the 
outbreak was quelled before he 
had time to take the field, and It 
was not until the Prute uprising 
"in Nevada, -seven or eight years 
later that he had ,a 
chance 
to 
show, on this coast, his ability at 
meeting and 
subduing the 
red 


man. 
One battle had been fought and 


the whites had been repulsed and 
routed with great- slaughter. Ter- 
ror overspread the territory and 
appeals for help ..were sent out. 
Californians enlisted freely to go 
to the help of their white brethern 
on the eastern slope of the Sierra, 
and Colonel Jack Hays was com- 
mandeered for the office -of com- 
mandant. 
' 
Hia -forc« humb«r«d about 4B« 
when It rendtxvomtd at Camp 
Hay* on' th* Carson" River. 
In 


.ddition 
there were about 160 


United States troops, artillery and 
infantry, under command of Cap- 
tain Stewart, of the Third United 
States artillery.

If .Hays was unversed in 
the» 


science of moving bedsteads and 
looking glasses, he understood per- 
fectly how to train his raw levies 
for the job of fighting Indians. 
Some of these lessons partook of 
the 
humorous. 
"While 
sitting1 


around the camp fire at 
Camp 


Hays one evening he slyly and un- 
perceived slipped in among the 
glowing coals a. can of fruit, which, 
on becoming heated, burst with a 
stunning report. . . At . the 
same 


time,, the Colonel shouted 
"In- 


juns!" and gave the.regular Dela- 
ware .-war-whoop. 
By such ex-, 


pedients he taught his men to take 
emergencies calmly and not to be- 
come flustered over false alarms.

T Is history at Pine Ridge Indian 


agency and at the national capi- 
tal that Dr. V. T. HcGillicuddr 


contended successfully with many 
flisturbing elements among the In- 
dians while he was agent there. 
It 


was but a short time after the Cus- 
ter massacre, many of tho doctor's 
"wards were fresh from the wap 
tro.il, and the st.ite *-f their hostile 
minds waa bound to have its in- 
fluence on the mass. 


McGtllicuddy at 
his hotel in 


Berkeley can smile grimly as he 
recalls the comparative ease with 
•which he defeated several of their 
leaders In debate, as he did Chief 
American Horse, but not all of his 
opponents could be disposed of so 
readily. 


Red Cloud and 
his 
aboriginal 


standpatters continued their policy 
of obstructing the agent's work for 
progress and 
In 1882 name the 


show-down. 
McGillleuddy 
de- 


posed Red Cloud from his chief- 
tainship. 
The Ogalalaa were in a 


turmoil. 
A plot to assassinate the 


agent was foiled but affairs became 
so threatening that the "War De- 
partment 
began 
concentrating1 


troops at the surrounding army 
posts. 
At McGillicuddy's request, 


however, the soldiers 
were held 


back. 
Captain Sword's policemen 


soon had the situation in hand and 
a bloody war was averted. 


At about this time 
the young 
agent showed the stuff of which he 
was made. 
Certainly it called for "sand" 


forty years ago to kick an angry 
Sioux chief 
out of your home — 


about the worst insuit you could 
offer an Indian — and to do it with 
the knowledge that 
It 
probably 


meant an immediate fight with 
'odds'of more than 1000 to 1 against 
you. 
Yet that is what Agent Mc- 


Gillicuddy did and the reason for 
his doing it was this: 
At the time of the last great Sun 


Dance of the Sioux some 2000 of 
Chief Spotted Tail's Bruie Sioux — 
if anything a more restless outfit 
than the Ogalalus — visited then- 
kinsmen on the Pine Ridge reser- 
vation. 
One day a band of 400 of 
them rode over to the agency and 
ten of them, heavily armed, filed 
into McGUlicuddj''s office. 
In the 


"building at the time were the agent, 
his clerk, Louis Changro, his half- 
breed interpreter, a 
post trader, 


three army officers who had come 
to "cc the Sun Dance and two visit- 
ing cattlemcr. 
One of the latter 


was the late Krtgar Beecher Bron- 
son 
who ha=! chronicled this Inci- 


dent in his "Reminiscences of a 
Ranchman." These nine men were 
the or.ly whites on the reservation. 
The only soldiers near 
were at 


Camp 
Sheridan, 
eighteen 
miles 


away, and another small force at 
Camp Robinson, sixty miles dis- 
tant. 
It 59 true that C'aptam Sword 
and his fifty policemen were near 
at hand, but at this time the or- 
gan^atVon was new and there was 
a legitimate doubt as to how the> 
would perform In a showdown.

cry and firing their guna na fast 
as they could lond and discharge 
them,

daredevils 


poured a continuous volley 
over 


the heads of the Sioux. 
It was 


Sword's challenge to his people-—• 
titty casting down the gauntlet bo- 
fore 12,000. 
But the 12,000 did 


not call his bluff. 
Instead they, 


scuttled into their tepees, through 
the tops of which the bullets were 
rattling, nnd sat light until 
the 


demonstration 
was over.- 
Thert 


Sword drew his men up In forma- 
tion before the army officers and 
saluted. 
He had established the 
status of the police. 
From that 


day active opposition to tho fore* 
waned. 


During thu next three years tha 


Ogalalas made rapid strides along 
the white men's road.

1SS6 McGillfcuddy was summoned 
to Washington for trial before the 
Secretary of the Interior.

Ogalalo, 


chiefs. 
The trial was a pictur- 


esque one. Ked Cloud, tho reac- 
tionary, attended In clerical cos- 
tume 
of

broadcloth and 


white linen! Tashoonka, Kokipapi. 
tho progressive, waa resplendent in 
his tribal garb of beaded leggings 
and moccasins, beaded blanket and 
a single erect eagle feather, 
the 


symbol of his rank as chief. 
The agent found that he 
was 


charged with having organized tha 
police in violation of 
the treaty, 


with the Sioux, with having ar- 
rested and imprisoned Indians in 
the guard house without authority; 
or consent of the tribe and wltli 
"having 
offered 
inducement 
to 
Tashoonka Kokipapi to set himself 
up in opposition to Ked Cloud us 
chief." 
McGillicuddy 
pleaded 


technically guilty to tho first two 
charges. 
He explained that he 


had but carried out a re-solution oC 
Congress in organizing the police. 
He admitted having 
Imprisoned 


Indians upon occasion since, as ha 
told tho secretary, 
the Ogalalas 
were far 
from being "angels of 


light." 
When the third charge was takon 


up, Man Afraid was asked if tho 
agent had offered to make him 
chief instead of Bed Cloud. "Make 
me chief!" he exclaimed Indignant- 
ly as he sprang to his feet. 
"My; 


father and hia father before him 
as far back as the memory of tho 
Sioux nation goes were chiefs.

was born a chief. 
No white mart 


could make 
me 
one. I 
am 
Tashoonka 
Kokipapi, 
hereditary; 


chief of the SJoux. Is that net so, 
Ked Cloud?" 
Nor could his rlva 


deny his proud statement, for Ked 
Cloud, pJebiar. in origin, had risen

Sioux he could never rightly ba 
acclaimed head chief.

TOBACCO HABIT GROWS IN FRANCE 


Two American women sat on 


the Boulevard terrace of the Cafe 
<le la Palx In Paris. To be in the 
movement, they lit cigarettes. The 
waiter hurried up to them, mak- 
ing nervous gestures 
They man- 
Aged to understand that women 
may smoke Inside a Paris cafe, 
hut they must not smoke outside 
on the street front 
In Paris wo- 
men flo smoke 
publicly—under 
cover. 
French men smoke enough to 
make up. Since tha war It is more 
*nd more common to see them 
•racking- pipes in the street. • That 
waa once a sure sign of a travel- 
Ing Englishman, while Americans 
usually smoked cigars in publio. 
With 
Frenchmen it was mostly 
cigarettes. 
Nowadays the women 
who smoke smoke only cigarettes—• 
with a showy cigarette holder, of 
course. 
What is surprising Is that the 
figures of the government monop- 
oly, which sells all the tobacco sold 
in the country, show that pipe to- 
bacco aells five times as much as 
cigars 
and 
cigarettes 
together. 
More surprising still, three times 
more snuff is sold than cigars and 
half as much snuff as cigarettes. 
•lYom the streets and cafes tho 
Impression would be that cigarette 
•moking uaed up moat 
tobacco, 
•Whereas It Is not one-seventh of 
the 
whole amount of 
tobacco 
jnnoked. 
The figures of tha tobacco mo* 
toopoly of France are impressive, 
Just because the monopoly ia go 
complete. No tobacco, whether In 
leaf 
or manufactured, 
can 
bo 
bought in foreign countries to be 
Brought into France and DO to- 
bacco can be grown or manufact- 
ured or cold in France itself ex- 
cept through the ttate monopoly. 
And the monopoly of ma'-'.hen V» 
• part of it. 
To know how many individual 
•latches are struck by Frenchmen 
to a year would not be BO -instruc- 
tive aa these figures showing ex- 
»«thjr how much tobacco is con- 
•Bmed, 
There can be no doubt

Jroung men and boys and for men 
in public places or business hours, 
wherever a few whiffs are enough. 
And the few, very few French wo- 
men who smoke do so only in pub- 
lic—expressly—and use cigarette* 
for their purpose. 
Chewing tobacco is indulged in 
as in other countries by those who 
cannot well smoke, street car con- 
ductors and drivers for example, 
Taxicab chauffeur: are lately »ecn 
Jn the etreets of Paris smoking » 
t>ipe shamelessly or virtuously, as 
you pleaae.

Some recalled war 
time memories and gave tenderly 
and soberly. 
But In all America, 


perhaps there was not one person 
who calculated that dollar as a 
social insurance in 'case of his, or 
her, personal disaster. 


Yet the splendid sum built up 
this way has resolved Itself into a 
national social insurance fund in 
times of catastrophe or disaster to 
a community. When subscriptions 
pour in by the million to the Red 
Cross at the annual roll call, fifty 
cents of each-dollar given is re- 
tained by th* local chapter for 
local work. The other, fifty cents 
1* sent to Washington, D. C-,.and 
a large proportion of the sum 
thus obtained goes to the disaster 
relief fund. Then, just as fire, ac- 
cident and life insurance com- 
panies 
assemble 
statistics 
and 
calculate the risk, so the National 
Ked 
Cross 
marshals 
disaster 
statistics and computes disaster 
risks and th* aum necessary to 
meet them.

The Red Cross roll call of each 
year 'has massed and made avail- 
able a disaster relief fund of three 
and one-half million dollars. Since 
IS 81 the Red Cross has operated 
in nearly 400 disasters and 
ad- 


ministered upward of $30,000,009 
solely for disaster relief. The re- 
lief accomplished in^ such times by 
its workers, nurses and volunteers 
in ameliorating what has 
been 
calied "the horrors of pieaco" is 
beyond Interpretation In dollars 
and cents. 
Loss of life, . grave, physical In- 


juries. with. a train, of .subsequent 
suffering

ONE OF NATURE'S BEST MOTHERS 


When we think of how man has 
tamed 
horses, 
oxen, elephants, 
camels, cattle and dogs to work for 
fcim, H Is not Bui-prising that he 
should have tamefl birds in a like 
manner. 
The fowls which con- 
tribute so generously to the raucous 
rabble of a barnyard chorus were 
et one time as wild as the eagle. 
Even the familiar barnyard hen 
can trace its ancestry back to some 
wild bird. Often this streak of tho 
wild crops up even in the most do- 
mesticated fowls and a touch of the 
wild is evidenced. Poultry raising 
has come to be a business, and a 
scientific one, at that; yet hens will 
often forsake their scientifically 
constructed nests, where china eggs 
abound as inducements for produc- 
tion upon the hen's part, and will 
wander Into some out of the way 
brush heap in the corner of a fleld, 
there to make a nest and lay an 
egg. Daily she will return to the 
hidden neat to lay an egg, and fin- 
ally, when the nest is filled, she. 
will cover them and keep them 
warm until a mestful of tiny 
chickens appear. 
Then «he will 
proudly lead them back to the 
barnyard. 
And science, with all 
its knowledge of poultry raising, 
hies never be^m able to devise con- 
ditions for hatching^ chickens as 
healthy aa are the ones that the 
hen can hatch in her bidden nest. 
Man domestication of birds has

The old-timers were never cer- 


tain whether or not their steam 
power was going to keep them 
climbing- along. BO each 
carried 


masts and yards like a sailing ship. 
These were seen on some of the 
vessels up to aa late as 1910. The 
average of 3000 tons of the old- 
timer is now matched by the 2-1,127 
tons of such boats as the Golden 
State, which clips oft 17% knots 
and instead of the 240 miles a clay 
now shows a run of 420 on her log.

force of strong winds in the curve 
of white canvas and landed their 
passengers and cargoes at the old 
long wharf, the remains of which 


• are now on^ to be seen in a few- 
piles that project above the -waters 
of the outer harbor at low tide. 
Some of the pioneer residents of 
the city also recall with smiles the 
"handsome accommodations" ex- 
tolled in the advertisements of that 
far distant ti/ne. 


What were some of the accom- 


modations of the time?

In the 80s tt took thirty-four 


days to reach Hongkong from Oak- 
land.

The old fare waa 1300. 


Today, despite the many increased 
pleasures arid advantages aboard, 
the fare has only increased J7G. 
Seven days has been clipped from 
the run to Japan and only $50 
added to the fare to make up for it.

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Oakland Police Say the Device in Use at the Twelfth 
Street Dam, Where 98 Per Cent of Travel Into the City 
From the South and East Converges, Affords Solution of 
Problem That Has Baffled Experts in Numerous Localities

UT at tho Twelfth street dam 
in front of the Oakland Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium where 98 


per cent of the vehicular traffic 
from the south and east pours into 
Oakland, is installed an 
epoch- 


making traffic signal system. 
An 


average 
of twenty-five hundred 


vehicles pass across this 
dam. 


hourly, 
but 
no 
traffic 
officer 


.stands at the Intersection. Instead 
he Elands -within a little observa- 
tion station on the sidewalk, tak- 
ing In the traffic situation at a 
glance and controlling it 
either 


automatically or by use of a hand 
switch. 


That 5s where the Martel traffic 


signal device is unique. 
Not only 


may 
the 
apparatus 
he set to 


operate automatically at any in- 
terval of seconds, whether or not 
the officer is present; he may as 
occasion requires and by pushing 
a hand switch, speed up the move- 
ment of semaphores as 
desired. 


Thus when the traffic inbound be- 
comes excessive, let us say when 
the automatic signal' might still 
have ten or fifteen seconds to run. 
before allowing the inbound traf- 
fic to proceed, the officer may 
push his hand switch and imme- 
diately turn the semaphores, thus 
relieving "the congestion. 


Although installed January 10, 


19SJ3, as an experimental traffic 
signal, the Martel apparatus has 
been approved and doubtless will, 
as the city's finances permit, be 
installed at other congested street 
intersections. It is unquestionably 
more efficient than tKe old system 
of maintaining an officer at the 
center of traffic, who must emu- 
late a. whirling Dervish, while try- 
ing to see what Is" happening be- 
hind him and bo at all times ready 
to side-stop 
some 
irresponsible 


auto driver. 
Oakland's traffic aignal device 


is the invention of A. F. Martel, of. 
Burllngame. 
Martel began filing 


patents in 18SO and ever since has 
been busy at the job of contriving 
improved ways of doing things, 
most 
of them concerned 
with, 


railroads. His first signal was in- 
•talled in Fresno three years ago. 
It was suspended over a street in- 
tersection, the semaphores work- 
ing by clock. 
The device which, 


has proved so successful In Oak- 
land since last January, was an. 
outgrowth of this Fresno experi- 
ment, the semaphore signal at the 
side of the highway proving far 
more practical. 
The timing de- 


vice of the Martel signal consists 
of a email electric motor and two 
/simple gears, the whole taking up 
not more than one-half of one 
cubic foot of space. 
The signal 
consists of a. revolving arm bear- 
Ing In large white letters the word 
"atop" for daytime use. 
It also 
has red and 
grown 
semaphore 


lights for use at night to indicate 
whether the traffic shall be stop- 
ped or -whether the way is clear. 
The semaphore Is actuated by a. 
small electric motor rating at one- 
hundredth 
of one horse power. 


This motor connected with 
the 
timing board operates a single 
gear -which revolves the sema- 
phore. 
. 
Supplementing 
the 
semaphore 


IB a resonant electric bell for both, 
day and night service. All three 
distinctive 
safety 
signalst 
are 
operated by the traffic officer, or 
entirely by 'the automatic timer 
•witch. 
Whenever 
the 
officer 


-wishes to change from hand to 
automatic 
operation 
he 
eioipiy 


throws over the timer switch and 
Is then at liberty to attend to any 
other duty without In any manner 
interfering with the movement of 
traffic. 
He may be absent for 


hours at a time, for the signal wiU 
operate with perfect predsion, and 
control traffic just as efficiently as 
though he were on the spot. 
Besides 
maintaining 
complete 


control of all traffic at hia parti- 
cular intersection, the officer may 
control 
additional 
intersections 


from his place on the curb. He is 
in full view of all the traffic, he 
can divert It In any direction, or 
euspend traffic In »H *ire°"°?*; 
He can clear the -way at will for 
the fire engines, the police patrol 
wagons, and the health dePar*; 
ment ambulances, or whenever 
any ether en^rgency calls for a 
geneal etoppago of traffic. While 
cucn. complete suspension of trai- 
fic la in effect the signal alarm 
bell rings persistently and con- 
tinues to do BO until the usual 
traffic Is resumed. 
From 10:30 In the morning un- 
til 6 o'clock at night the Martel 
elgnal cares for traffic »t the 
Twelfth street flam. The peak of 
th« traffic occur* from 4:30 until 
8, when ehopper*, workmen, busi- 
ness and yrbfeMloiia.! jnen living 
east •* th«Jtake, »tart homeward. 
The writer watered «ne afternoon 


about B o'clock while Officer A. 
H.-Gladding directed traffic. Hav- 
ing: turned off the automatic de- 
vice, Gladding was handling the 
Jam of traffic, most of it south- 
bound, with a hand switch. 


"The regular stop ami go in- 


tervfil Is 27 seconds," Gladding ex- 
plained, while watching the traffic 
and at short Intervals 
throwing: 


his hand switch. ""We could make 
it 20 seconds, or 33 seconds, 
ii> 


fact any interval of time desired, 
but the best results seem to be 
obtained at 27 seconds.

bunch of autos banking up at the 
north entrance of the dam?

We cached our trophies, tramp- 
ed the weary miles back to camp, 
cleaned up, packed and wandered 
to the nearest station, from which 
•we ordered a machine. When this 
arrived we gathered our belong- 
ings, turned our various specimens 
over to a park ranger, to be given

there is a picture-molding 
from which to hang the black- 
board, set screweycs in the top edge 
of the frame, and buy chain and 
picture-hooks, for hanging. 


Figure 3 shows a 
blackboard 


easel that is easy to make. 
Use 1- 
by-2s for strips A B and D Figure 
4 gives dimensions for the 
A- 
shaped frame. 
Bring together the 
upper ends of uprights A, tut shown, 
and fasten them with the block C 
(Fig. 5); connect tlie lower ends 
•with the crossbar B. Fasten block 
C and crossbar B to the back of the 
uprights. 
Cut strut D 6 inches 
shorter than strips A. and hinge It 
to the block C (Fig. S). Fasten a 
loop of chain to uprights A, and the 
center o£ the loop to strut D, to 
keep the 
easel 
from 
spreading 
when set up.

rack? All three are handy acces- 
sories, and would be appreciated, I 
know. 


The blackboard in Fig. 1 meas- 
ures 36 by 48 Inches, but the size is 
something for you to decide on 
yourself. 
The writing surface is 
wallboard and this material can be 
purchased In 32-inch and 48-inch 
widths, In varying lengths from & 
to 10 feet 
Wallboard is sold at 
lumber-yards, but Sf you want only 
a part of a sheet, you had better see 
Jf you can get it from a carpenter. 
The easiest way to make the black- 
board frame Is to tack lattice-strips 
or laths to the edges on both sides 
(Fir. 2)> Laths are cheaper and 
vou can plane them up satisfac- 
torily. 
The frame strips can be mitered 


at the corners, but neatly made butt 
joints like those, shown in Fig. 1 
will look just aa well and will be 
easier and Quicker to make. 
Glue 
the strips to the wail board, and In 
addition nail them with %-inch or 
^4-Inch brads. 
When the wallboard has been 


adjustable shelf of a atrip of 1-by- 
2 with a strip of lattice-strip nailed 
to its edge to form a ledge. Cut a 
pair of pegs (G, Fig. 7) to support 
the. shelf, and bore holes in the 
uprights to stick them Into. 
The bulletin board shown in Fig-s. 
S and » may be slated on one side 
for & blackboard and left plain on 
the other side, fo: the posting of 
notices. It will only be necessary 
to frame the wallboard across the 
top and bottom, aa shown. 
The wall-rack shown In Fig. 10 
is not as elaborate to make as you 
might suppose. The back is made 
of 1 by 2s. There are a paJ-- of up- 
rights (A, Fig. 11), notched to re- 
ceive two horizontal 
connecting 
bars (B, Fig1. 12), and a short 
crosspiece (C, Fig. 13). The three 
horizontal pieces are also notched, 
BO when they are set In the notches 
of uprights A the surfaces will be 
flush. 
The rack IB male of two 
end pieces of the size of C (Fig.

(D, Fig. 14), and two face strips
